Plan- are completed for the loin- 
im.iiiiy Christmas Carol Service next 
Monday night. 

From all indications it will be an 
affair to go down into the annals of 
Narberth 's history as a glorious cele- 
bration and ii real community enter- 
prise. 

The motto. "A Singing Town for an 
Hour,'' is becoming more and more 
appropriate as the number of co-oper- 
ating bodies increases. All Narberth 's 
churches will join in the affair, in ad- 
dition to the other organizations. The 
Narberth Civic Association is co-oper- 
ating, as is the Choral Society. 

The Choral .Society formerly held 
their own carol service, but this year 
have joined with the Community Club, 
sponsors of the affair, in an effort to 
make it a complete success. 

Instead of holding their own Christ 
mas Eve celebration as was the custom 
in the past, the residents of Narbrook 
Park will join forces with the com- 
munity celebration. Not only have they 
decided to give up their own affair, 
but have agreed to lend all their wire 
and lights to the community for its 
celebration. 

The program announced for the 
enrols to be sung includes the follow- 
ing: 

Carol— "Oh Come, All Ye Faithful" 
Prayer 

Carol — ".Toy to the World" 
Carol— "Oh, Little Town of Bethle- 
hem " 
Christmas Message — Hon. Fletcher 

■Stites 
Carol— "Silent Night" 
Benediction 

Only the first stanzas of all carols 
will be used. 

The plans call for a large community 
tree, to be erected on the Playground, 
on Windsor avenue, above Wynnewood. 
At tin minutes of seven members of 
Narberth 's Churches will leave the 
respective buildings and will march to 
the field, singing, "Hark, the Herald 
Angels Sing." I'pon arriving at the 
tree there will be brief exercises and 
the singing of carols until eight 
o'clock, upon which the meeting will 
break up in plenty of time for tree 
trimming and the other duties and 
pleasures of Christmas Eve. 

TheTe will be a ten-minute Christ- 
mas address by Senator Fletcher W. 
Stites, and community singing by every 
one. 

With the co-operation of everyone, 
which seem® assured, the success of 
the affair is certain. Mrs. L. C. Doug- 
lass, Chairman of the Committee of the 
Women 's Community Club in charge 
of the event, is working hard on last- 
m'.nute details which will make the 
service one long to he remembered. 

A ; umber of contributions from resi- 
dents to help defray the expenses of 
the carol service have been received, 
hut more is needed. It is urged that a 
dollar be contributed as your share. 
The contribution may be made to Mr. 
Ralph S. Dunne, Treasurer of the Civic 
Association, to "Our Town," or di- 
rectly to Mrs. Douglass. 

All of the churches will have their 
representatives in line singing, and it 
is hoped that pedestrians or automo- 
biles on the streets nt this hour — 7-8 
o'clock — will join that part of our 
singing town that is passing them and 
come to the Christmas tree, there to 
join the carol service of praise to Him 
whose birthday it is. 

Christmas Candles 

Narberth will again this year ob- 
serve the custom of placing lighted 
candles in the windows Christmas Eve. 
Most of the residents have expressed 
their intention of lighting up the 
greeting candles after their return 
from the carol service. 

It was eight years ago — Christmas, 
191-5 — that about three score Narherth- 
ites inaugurated the candle greeting as 
an expression of neighborliness to the 
passerby. These loyal home folks re- 
sponded to n suggestion made in "Our 
Town," and the first silent salutation 
took the form of a single candle placed 
in each window, visible to the street or 
streets near the individual's home. 

In 1018, by actual count, there was 
a minimum of 115 homes which adopted 
the happy ■custom. And from the simple 
single candle forin of ; salutation- grew 
into geometric arrangements- of candles 
displayed in every window of the house. 
One of the simpler of these arrange- 
ments was obtained by- the use of two 
short candles* and one" ialf candle, the 



tall caudle being placed in the center 
and the two short candles on cither 
side of the tnll one. 

In the intervening years, this custom 
has grow n in amazing proportions and 
become a uniipie, looked-for happening 
to our local residents. Scarcely n block 
was without at least one candle greet- 
ing last year; most blocks had several, 
and some bloc Its had no houses that 
were without t=-ome form of the silent 
salute — the sign of "Peace on earth, 
good-will toward men." 

The candle greeting is a very ubl cus- 
tom in England, but is used in few 
places in the 1'nited States. Baltimore 
is one of the few largo cities to con- 
sistently repeat the practice year after 
year, while New England has been 
rapidly developing a greater sentiment 
for this beautiful custom. 

Narberth has adopted the greeting 
as its own and each year has found it 
more widely practiced. So let us beat 
last year's record — let us add every 
newcomer to the list and half us many 
mure. Better still, let's see to it that 
everv occupied house shows at least 
one candle .in the eve of December 
_-lth. and let's keep them burning from 
S..TO to midnight. 

One caution — be careful of the cur- 
tains! Year after year a hunch of 
over-practical (ire-marshals cry out in 
horror at the custom of placing can- 
dles in the windows, and year after 
year, the organizations and newspapers; 
that have some little regard for the 
old-fashioned, warm-hearted Christmas 
spirit, urge the people to join in the 
custom. The fire marshals are right in 
trying to avoid property loss, hut their 
minds all run in the same channels, 
they seem to recognize the general pub- 
lic as a bunch of low-grade idiots who 
lack the intelligence to put back the 
curtains, and fasten them back. 

If ordinary care is taken, and if no 
candles are left, burning while the 
house is unoccupied, the danger is neg- 
ligible. We have never yet had any 
trouble in Narberth from such a cause, 
and despite the fact that nearly every 
Inline now joins in, there is no reason 
to anticipate danger. 

So let's all do our part, anil if, in 
the bargain, the weather man gives 
us snow, Narberth will be a town worth 
inviting your friends to come out and 
see.
